The ace t in which Dr. Enrick and Mack 
were hurt occurred at Ridge avenue and Cen- 
tral street, Evanston, The two were riding 
in an automobile fom a demonstration test and 
crashed into a street car, during the snow- 
storm. The automobile, a fifty horse power 
machine, belonged to the Columbia Gasoline 
and Electric Automobile company, 1882 Mich- 
lan avenue, and was valued at $4,500. 

Mack was driving the machine south in 
Ridge avenue, and the motorman of _ the 
atreet car, who saw the automobile approach- 
ing, was unable to stop the car in time to 
avoid the collision. 

The michine was making fifteen miles an 
hour when it. crashed into the side of the 
car near the front, knocking it from the 
tracks and turning it half way around, so 
that it nan forward and struck the sidewalk, 
the fender partly demolishing a small fence 
just off the walk. None of the car passen- 
gers was hurt. 

Both of the injured men were assisted by 
pedestrians to the Evanston hospital, half a 
block away. Dr. Enrick went home after 
his injuries hed received attention. He said: 

„The automobile was a total wreck. We 
were not going, fast and I cannot account 
for the accident unless Mack was blinded 
by the show or the brakes failed to operate.“ 


Gar moves Auto Sidewine. 
The automobile in which Mrs. Test and 


Mrs. Bentley were hurt was south bound and 


wae proceeding slowly in Michigan avenue, 
according to the police report, when the 
Twenty-second street crossing was reached. 

Chauffeur Armstrong, his vision Obscured 
by the heavy snow, failed to notice the rapid 
approach of an east bound “ pay-as-you- 
enter car and his automobile was lifted 
from the tracks and skidded far along in 
front of the car. Mrs. Bentley was throwh 
out of the auto and one of the windows was 
shattered.

“I could not 
reach safety when I noticed the car almost 
upon us. The motorman failed to stop at the 
west approach to the avenue, and as a re 
sult struck the machine before it could get

Badenoch wasn't dresseg tor walking. He 
left the Illinois Athletic club at 2:30 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, in his impulsive Scotch 
way, and rode to Milwaukee. He wore a 
cutaway business suit without any overcoat, 
a pair of new shoes he'd just put on, a high 
linen collar and no sweater. He is just ten 
years younger than Weston, who ig 6D. 


Start Made at 7:10 A. N. 

The party which left Milwaukee headed 
south kt 7:10 o’clock yesterday morning. It 
consisted, besides Ald, Badenoch, of L. H. 
Wolf, J. Marshall, W. W. Johnson, J. A. 
Sternad, and Aaron Jones, all members of 
the Ilinole Athletic club. The five were to 
contest the wager made by Peter Schaeffer 
that they couldn't walk from Milwaukee to 
Chicago. It now looks as if Schaeffer would 
win his bet. He foll@wed in his motor car to 
pick up the stragglers. 

Mayor Becker, in a red sweater, the em- 
blem of the Milwauked Athletic club, and 
Seasoned, Roadster Weston tagged along a 
little in the rear. 

Badenoch led the pace from the start ata 
moderate gait, close to four miles an hour. 
With him walked Joseph Marshall as far as 
Racine, which city they reached at 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon. There they met C. J. Zel- 
ler, chairman of the athletic committee of 
the Illinois Athletic club. 


Go to Bed at Racize. 

As Badenoch, Marshall, and Zeller were 
leaving Racine at 8 o'clock the others of the 
party came straggling in, They all went to 
ed and W. W. Johnson late last night hadn't 
got up yet. He had extremely lame feet and 
thought he'd stay in bed for two or three 
days. | 

Marshall gave up after he had accom- 
panied Badenoch and Zéller a mille out of 
Racine and took @ street car to Kenosha. 
And theb there were but three. 

J. A. Sternad, after he'd taken an alcohol 
rubdown, started out from Racine at 4:80 
p. m. Wolf and Jones followed a little later. 
Eight miles north of Kenosha at 5 o’clock 
these two encountered a blinding mow storm 
—a reguiar blizzard—and they got lost.» They 
were picked up by Schaeffer's automobile.

Staggers On in Storm,

All New York Performan 
Illegal by Justi 


Held 


* ork, Deo. 8—A decision rendered to- 
aay by Justice O'Gorman of the Supreme 
court, from which there is no direct appeal, 
will effectually close every theater and other 
place of public amusement or entertainment 
in the city on Sunday—if the police follow it. 

Justice O’Gorman’s decision was rendered

ager of the Victoria theater be revoked be- 
cause of Sunday sce ay ie given in De- 
cember, 1806. 

Clergymen Start Agitation. 

The agitation against Sunday perform- 
ances Was begun by a number of clergymen 
who laid their charges before Police Com- 
missioner Bingham. On these charges pro- 
ceedings against Hammerstein were insti- 
tuted as a test case to determine the validity 
of the law against Sunday performances, 

Ex-Justice Lawrence found five of the acts 
rendered at the Victoria on a Sunday were 
violations of law, but that the others, in- 
cluding the singing of Maggie Cline and some 
of the other singing or monologue or dialogue 
performances, were not violations and might 
be classed as part of legitimate Sunday “ sa- 
cred concerts, even though Maggie did sing 
„ Thrown Him Down, McCluskey.” 


No Sunday Performances Legal. 

Justice O’Gorman goes much further, and 
says that under the law as it stands no per- 
formances of any kind are permissible in 
theaters on Sundays, and the production of 
any such performance is punishable by a 
loss of license and by criminal proceedings 
against the proprietor. 

Despite Justice O’'Gorman’s decision, it is 
likely that all theatrical managers who have 
been giving Sunday concerts will continue 
them unless the police interfere. It was said

ee Constitutes Temporary Roll. 
— The one great function which the national 


_ @ommittee in the republican party has to 
Perform is to make up a temporary roll of 


delegates to the convention. It is obliged 
to hold a session. which often lasts for sev- 
eral days, at which the contesting delega- 
tions are expected to appear and present 
their claims. The committ determines 
every case. and its prima facie decision con- 
_ stitutes the temporary roll of the conven- 
tion. The convention, through its committee 
on credentials, of course, has a right to over- 
rule the action_of the national committee. 
The great advan of getting on the tem- 
porary roll lies in the fact that the delega- 
tion thus favored has the right to be repre- 
sented on committees, while a contesting 
delegation, which later on may be seated 
by the convention, is barred out of the tem- 
porary organization altogether.

STATES ISSUES CLEARLY. 


Emphasizes Deep Waterway Proj- 
ect and Primary Reform ag 
Urgent Demands.

Golconda. III., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—In the 
gumshoe district of the state Gov. Deneen 
opened his campaign for renomination today 
with mild and politic hes. He had 
gumshoes not only on his feet, but also on 
his thoughts. It was a case of speak softy 
and you may go far even without a big stick, 

Republican politicians who have been won- 
dering how much fur would begin to iy when 
the primary fight opened will have to con- 
tinue in expectancy. The chances are that 
if the fur flies some other candidate will ua ve 
to start it. Deneen had nothing but pleasant 
things to say even concerning the legislature, 
with which he seemed entirely at peace. He 
came before his first audience as the apostle 
of party amity and harmony. tn 

He reviewed the work of hit administration 
and discussed the policies which yet are to be 
carried out if possible. Emphasis was p-aced 
on the deep waterway and primary |egisia- 
tion as being two of the most important 
issues in the state at present. He announced 
it as the state policy and aa the intent of his 
administration to clear the Desplaines and 
Illinois rivers of obstructions and to resort 
to leg! methods of ousting the Economy 
Light and Power company at Dresden 


Heights. 
Primary Legislation. 

He announced his belief and expressed his 
conviction that the legislature would find it 
possible to agree upon a satisfactory pri- 
mary bill and would give the state a law 
effective for the next primary election. He 


reviewed the progress made in carrying out 
new ideas in the management of state insti- 
tutions and in.the departments of the state 
government. There was no particular boast- 
ing about it. The governor had nothing un- 
kind to say of his enemies and no excessive 
congratuiationsr to extend himself. He came 
down into the gumshoe district of the state in 
the attitude of a man who thought that the 
people might be interested in getting some 
first hand information concerning the affairs 
of [llinois. 

Metropolis, in Massac county, got the first 
speech, the governor coming by train from 
Carbondale, where he spent the night. From 
Metropolis to Golconda he used the railroad 
again, but at this town the real gumshoeing 
started. 

From Golconda to Elizabethtown, where 
the night speech was delivered, a gasoline 
launch was used and there Mr. Deneen passed 
off the map so far as communication with the 


happens to disturb the program the governor 
will emerge from this telegraphic obscurity 
by means of another launch on the Ohjo river 
some time tomorrow morning at Shawnee- 
town in time to open up the second day’s 
speechmaking there. 


Good Crowds at Start.

Primary Fight to Go On. 

Gov. Deneen’s velvet padded speech with 
which he opens his campaign was intended 
to be a forty minute talk, but he had no 
manuscript and, although he talked with 
great rapidity, he more than doubled the 
time limit. His most positive declaration 
was: 

1, for one, propose to keep at it until we 
have on the statute books of the state a pri- 
mary law which will comply with the popular 
wishes. 

In that portion of his talk which dealt with 
primary legislation he did not attempt to 
Say what kind of a law should be enacted, 
although he expressed disapproval of the 
convention system. 

“I will sign any reasonable act which the 
legislature lays before me,“ he said. In part 
his speech was as follows: 

“I have determined to begin my campaign 
before the legislature adjourns in order that 
I may speak in every county in the state 
before it is possible to hold primary elections. 
Today starts my campaign; and it ie a day 
which fittingly may be devoted to politics 
and political discussions. It is the birthday 
of our state. Ninety-nine years ago today 
Illinois was born as a state, and I, in starting 
my campaign, wanted to start it on this day 
and in that part of the state which was 
settied first. That is why I am glad to be 
here now opening my campaign. ‘ 

The governor in referring to the defeat of 
the Chicago charter said the legislature still 
has the power to pass special laws for Chi- 
cago. He took pride in the improved eondi- 
tions in the state charitable institut and 
in the law which will enable the state to take 


all insane persons out of the almshouses.

Hamilton Club Suspends Its Efforts to 
Bring Convention Here. 


Charles W. Andrews was made chairman 
of the republican county committee yester- 
day.

It 
postponed action until the January meeting. 

May Lose National Convention. 

Members of the committee of the Hamilton 
club who had expected to go to Washington 
on Friday to piead for having the national 
convention of the republican. party held in 
Chicago next June were notified ou.icially 
that the junket had been declared off.

Oglesby Act He Declares a Law 
Lacking Only Signature of 
the Governor. 


Springfield. III., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—At the 
Tilinois day exercises at the state normal 
school at Normal this afternoon Lieut. Gov. 
Sherman assailed President Roosevelt and 
what he termed the centralizing tendencies 
of the executive. 

No names were mentioned, but there was 
no doubt as to the identity of the target for 
his shafts. 

Mr. Sherman upheld the right of the state 
to exercise itt traditional and constitutional 
powers. He scored the theory of transfer- 
ring to the national government the police 
powers of the state over its child labor, its 
COFROreIONS, its estates, and its railroads, 

e called attention to the work that Lin- 
cein and Grant did without violating the 
constitution.” ‘ 

Transferring the. police powers of the 
state over its ‘child labor to the national 
government,’ Mr. Sherman contended, would 
be equivalent to transferring control of fac- 
tories and mines in every particular to 
Washington. We proposal to license by 
tie nationa}] government all corporations 
Going an @&nterstate business brought down 
the strongest condemnation. To confer upon 
the president the right to revoke the char- 
ter at his pleasure would be giving him 
power to punish first and try the culprit 
afierwarda,

The right of men to 
develop themselves by the exercise of all 
their lawful powers of domestic self-govern- 
ment is greater than the rights of property 
that aré suppoged to require the destruction 
of the former.“ 

Mr. Sherman defended the right of the state 
to Its inheritance taxes on the ground that 
the state ys the expenses of adjudicating 
and settling estates and protects the prop- 
erty of the citizen. 


Talks of Political Insanity. 

In his speech Mr. Shermag said, in part: 

In the eastern part of the union there may 
dwell men who have grown morally color 
bling in the assiduous chase of the almighty 
dollar. Habitual gazing upon horrible ex- 
amples of unrighteous pelf seems to have 
temporarily unsettled the political reason of 
some who inhabit that region. They wish to 
abandon the police powers of the state and 
turn to the federal government for paternal 
relief. 

This is a constitutional republic. No 
man's will is law. The unregulated will ot 
the multitude is not law. It is only the col- 
lected will of the people acting through es- 
tablished channels and by ‘orderly process 
that is law. There is no difference between 
the despotism of a mob and the despotism 
of a king. Both are inconsistent with civil 
liberty. 

Government 3 is granted to public 
offiters in definite written terms. Such offi- 
cets must act within their power, or cease to 
act. Such of them as deplore the existing 
lawful restraints upon them and excite unre- 
strained popular violence are a menace tothe 
law abiding citizen.

mertily yesterday. With pork jumping 
1 cent a pound, making an adv of B% 
cents since the day before Thanksgiving; 
the packers still made the claim that meat 
prices had declined all along the line. 

Supt. T. J. Connors of Armour & Co. said: 

We do not want to enter into a dispute 
with the retail butchers, but the fact is.that 
there has been.a ‘decline in prices for some 
weeks. Of course, it is the policy of the 
butchers to say there has been no reduction.” 


The retail dealers are aroused over the situ- 
ption. Numbers of them communicated dur- 
ing the day with Sol.- Westerfeld, president 
of the Retail Merchants’ association, over 
some method of forcing the packers to give 
lower pricés., 

“The situation is just the same, said Mr. 
Westerfeld. with the exception that pork 
loins ve advanced to 12% cents a pound. 
Last Wednesday they were 9 cents. 

The excuse the packers are giving is that 
the public should take into consideration the 
fact that tallow and hides have declined 50 
per cent in value and that this offsets any 
decline that might be made in the rest of the 
animal by reason of the cheaper price on the 
hoof. This statement looks strong to me. 

Buy Cheaper Meats. 

“The feeling of hard times makes people 
who ordinarily eat porterhouse go to the 
cheaper meats. Now the packers have 
taken edvantage of this, and chucks for 
soup that a year ago sold for 2% cents to 4% 
cents a pound, now are sold for % to 6 
cents.“ 


SETTLEMENT WITH EQUITABLE | 
MEANS $3,000,000 GAIN TOIT. 


Hyde Agrees to Plan by Which Society 
May Revoke Costly Leases to His 


Companies. 


New York, Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—The settle- 
ment Which James Hazen Hyde and other 
members of the old board of directors of 
the Equitable Life have proposed with the 
society means that, if it is carried through, 
the resources of that institution will be in- 
creased by at least $3,000,000, and the amount 
may be much greater. Not only has Mr. 
Hyde consented to turn back into the treas- 
ury of the society almost $1,000,000, but he 
has agreed to a plan by which the Equitable 
will be able to revoke the costly leases held 
by the Hyde safe deposit companies for space 
in the society's buildings in this city and Bos- 
ton. 

At least one high officer of the Equitable 
estimates the revocation of the lease of the 
Mercantile Safe Deposit company alone to be 
worth $1,250,000 to the society: Experts en- 
gaged by the directors’ committee estimated 
that it would represent practically $2,000,- 
000 to the society to be rid of the lease. 

The lease was drawn for something like 
200 years and has 193 years yet to run. The 
Equitable already has been obliged to turn 
down one offer of $16,000,000 for the building 
and site because of it.

Big Dealers’ Empty Cans Re- 
turned to Country at Special 
Rate, Says Report.

Evidence of ratlroad rebating as an ald 
to the alleged milk trust, long continued and 
systematic, probably will shift the scene of 
activities against the combination from the 
office of the state’s attorney to that of the 
federal prosecutor. 

Industrious digging at a newly discovered 
vein of evidence is said to have resulted in 
the discovery that this is the most vulnerable 
point of: the octopus. That the Wo prose- 
cutors believe such is the case is indicated 
by the fact that a fat letter. believed to con- 
taih the result of State’s Attorney Healy's 
investigations, last. evening left the office 
of the state's attorney and was resscd 
to District Attorney Sims. 

Mr. Healy spent the day ferreting out un- 
willing witnesses. He found them in their 
offices, and there secured much of the evi- 
dence which probably will be used in federal 
*court prosecutions. 


See New Kind of Rebate. 


Records have been found which, ostensibly, 
indicate the big firms which are shipping 
milk into Chicago are paying a much higher 
price for freight than the small dealers, In 
view of the fact that the milk trains exist 
only through the operations of these big 
companies, this was for a time a subject 
of suspicion on the part of Mr. Healy and his 
investigators. Why, they asked, should these 
companies pay an exorbitant figure to send 
in their milk on trains which they themselves 
supported? 

By thig evidence, however, it is befieved 
that the prosecutor will be able to prove a 
new sort of rebate—a return schedule—op- 
efates in favor of the big companies. In 
returning their milk receptacles, it is be- 
lieved, the big companies get such a low 
tariff as to materially cut down their reg- 
ular milk freight rate. As the sameate per 
hundred weight is paid by the big companies 
on bottles as the independent dealer pays 
on cans, it would appear to the uninitiated 
that the small dealer could send eight gallons 
of milk te the city much cheaper than could 
the big dealer who ships milk in the heavy 
bottles and cases. 


Rivals Standard Oil. 


In addition to this evidence Mr. Healy re- 


ceived reports from his agents in the milk 
producing country which point to a complete 
organization rivaling the Standard Oil com- 
pany in its operations. One witness as- 
serted the big companies were squeezing out 
the small dealer by ruthlessly underselling 
him in his own small locality until he was 
starved out. He named four places where 
this had been done. 

Mr. Healy was placed in possessionof a list 
of the depots maintained by both the Borden 
and the Bowman companies along the North- 
western railroad—a list which would indicate 
the two big companies have divided this big 
milk territory by agreement.

Accused of Wrongfully Securing 


Discharge of Policeman Birn. 
REHEARING OF CASE ASKED. 


Merit Board Refuses, and an Appeal to 
Courts Is Threatened.

He came out into the hall and told 
Birn two hours before the case was called

Says Dever Should Be Disbarred. 


When Birn was arrested for misusing a 
Prisoner who goes by the name of Frank 
Rakowski, also that of Frank Martin, Mr. 
Dever prosecuted him before Justice Don- 
oghue in West Chicago avenue police court. 
Martin’s sister was cmpleves as a domestic in 
Dever's house. 

“Then Dever followed Birn to the cuil 
service commission. Next we see the alder- 
man in the grand jury and in the trial judge's 
chambers, but when the case was called for 
trial Dever does not appear, and the case is 
dismissed. It looks as if there was a good 
deal of malice shown, If those indictments 
were returned in good faith it was Dever's 
duty to prosecute. 

“If political influence was used with that 
commission by the man who followed Birn 
step by step to his downfall I say that that 
man ought to be disbarred. If we have got to 
wash out the dirty linen of the old com- 
mission we will make a suds that will reach 
to the top of the Masonic temple.”

CORPORATION CONTROL. 

„Moreover, in my judgment there should 
be additional legislation looking to the proper 
control of the great business concerns en- 
gaged in interstate business, this control to 
be exercised for their own benefit and pros- 
perity no less than for the protection of in- 
vestors and of the general public. 

“Aa I have repeatedly said in messages to 
the congress and elsewhere, experience hae 
definitely shown not the unwisdom 
but the futility of endeavoring to put a top 
to all business combinations... Modern in- 
dustrial conditions are such that combine- 
tiom is not only necessary but inevitable. 


Business Needs Must Be Met. 

“It is so in the world of business just as it 
ia so in the world of labor, and it is as idle to 
desire to put am end to all corporations, to ali 
big combinations of capital, as to desire to 
put an end to combinations of labor. 

“ Corporation and labor union alike have 

to stay. Each, if properly managed, 18 
source of good and not evil. Whenever 


d to account; but it should receive hearty 
encouragement so long as it is properly 
managed. 

It is profoundly immoral to put or keep 
on the statute books a law, nominally in the 
interest of public morality, that really puts 

a premium upon public immorality by un- 
dertaking to forbid honest men from doing 
what must be done under modern business 
conditions, so that the law itself provides that 
its own infraction must be the condition 
precedent upon business success. 


* 
ANTI-TRUST LAWS. 

The president here reviews that portion 
of his message of a year ago relating to anti- 
trust laws. He said then that existing 
measures were defective in that both good 
and bad associations were declared illegal. 
He pointed out that In many cases concerted 
action by corporations instead of being 
harmful would militate to the welfare of 
the public, as in joint action by railroads 
to end payment of rebates to big shippers 
to the disadvantage of their smaller rivals. 

He asserted that amendment of the law 
providing for combinations under federal 
supervision would be of actual benefit to the 
corporations. 

The message then continues: The anti- 
trust law che uld not be repealed; but ft 
should be mad both more efficient and more 
in harmony with actual conditions. It should 
be so amended as to forbid only the kind of 
combination which does harm to the general 
public, such amendment to be accompanfed 
by, or to be an Incident of, a grant of super- 
visory power to the government over these 
big concerns engaged in interstate business. 
This should be accompanied by provision 
for the compulsory publication of accounts 
and the subjection of books and papers to 
the inspection of the government officials, 

“A beginning has already been made for 
such supervision by the establishment of 
the bureau of corporations. 


Outlines Changes Needed. 

“The anti-trust law should not prohibit 
combinations that do no injustice to the 
public, stil less those the existence of Which 
is on the whole of benefit to the public. But 
even if this feature of the law were abolished, 
there would remain as en 2 objection- 
able feature the difficulty and delay now in- 
cident to its enforcement. 

“The government must now submit to 
irksome and repeated delay before obtaining 
a final decision of the courts upon proceed - 
ings inatituted, and even a favorable decree

“Such a law to be really effective must 
ot course be administered by an executive 
body, and not merely by means of lawsuits. 
The design should be to prevent thd abuses 
incident to the creation of unhealthy and 
improper combinations, instead of waiting 
until they are in existence and ther attempt- 
ing to destroy them by ei civil or criminal pro- 
ceedings. 

Public's Rights Supreme. 

„% combination should not be tolerated if 
tt abuse the power acquired by combination 
to the publie detriment. No corporation or 
association of. any kind should be permitted 
to engage in foreign or interstate commerce 
that is formed for the purpose of, or whose 
operations create a monopoly or general con- 
trol of the production, sale, or distribufion 
of any one or more of the prime nécessities 
of life ot articles of general use and neces- 


sity. 

“Such combinations are against public 
policy; they violate the common law; the 
doors of the.courts are closed to those who 
are parties to them, and I believe the con- 
gress can close the channels of interstate 
commerce against them for its protection. 

“The law should make its prohibitions 
and permissions as clear and definite as pos- 
sible, leaving the least possible room for ar- 
bitrary action, or allegation of such action, on 
the part of the executive, or of divergent in- 
terpretations by the courts,

FEDERAL CHARTERS. 

„The congress hes the power to charter 
corporations to in interstate and for- 
eign commerce, a general law can be 
enacted under the provisions of which exist- 
ing corporations could take out federal char- 1 
ters and new federal corporations could be 
created.

Rail Rates Must Be Protected. 

“Ample, safe, and speedy transportation 
facilities are even more necessary than cheap 
transportation. Therefore, there is need for 
the investment of money which will provide 
for all these things while at the same time 
| securing as far as is 1 better wages 
and shorter hours for their employée. 

“ Therefore, while there must be just and 
reasonable regulation of rates, we should be 
the first to protest against any arbitrary and 
unthinking movement to cut them down with- 
out the fullest and most careful consideration 
of all interests concerned and of the actual 
needs of the situation. 

“Only a special body of men acting for 
the natiofal government under authority 
conferred upon it by the congress is compe- 
tent to pass judgment on such a matter. 


Meat Law Ip Cited.. 

“Those who fear, from any reason, the 
extension of federal activity will do well to 
study the history not only At the national 
banking act but of the pure food law, and 
notably the meat inspection law recently 
enacted. 

“The pure food law was opposed so Wo- 
lently that its passage was delayed for a 


decade; yet 1 has worked unmixed and un- 


mediate good. The meat inspection law ws 
even more violently assailed; and the same 
men who now denounce the attitude of the 
national government in seeking to oversee 
and control the workings of interstate com- 
mon carriers and business concerns then as- 
serted that we were ‘ discrediting and ruin- 
ing a great American industry.’ 

“Two years have not elapsed and already 
it has become evident that the great benefit 
the law confers upon the public js accom- 
panied by an equal benefit to reputable pack- 
ing establishments. The latter are better off 
under the law than they were without it. 
The benefit to Interstate common carriers 
and business concerns from the legislation 
I advocate would be equally marked. 


ELASTIC CURRENCY NEEDED. 

The president reminds congress of his rec- 
ommendations a year ago on the currency 
question, when he urged legislation which 
would provide elastic currency without im- 
pairing its value. He continues: 

“I again urge on the congress the need of 
immediate attention to this matter. We need 
a greater elasticity in our currency; pro- 
vided, of course; that we recognize the even 
greater need of a safe and secure currency. 

“There must always be the most rigid ex- 
amination by the national] authorities. Pro- 


‘vision should be made for an emergency cur- 


rency. The emergency issue should, of 
course, be made with an effective guaranty, 
and upon conditions carefully prescribed by 
the government. Such emergency: issue must 
be based on adequate securities approved by 
the government, and must be issued under a 
heavy tax. This would permit currency being 
issued when the demand for it was urgent, 
while securing its retirement as the demand 
fell off. 

“It is worth investigating to determine 
whether officers and directors of national 
banks should ever be allowed to loan o them- 
selves. Trust companies should be Bubject 
to the same supervision as banks; legisla- 
tion to this effect should be enacted for the 
District of Columbia and the territories. | 


Laws Cannot Give Men Sense. 

“ Yet we must also remember that even the 
wisest legislation on the subject can only 
accomplish a certain amount. No legisia- 
tion can by any possibility guarantee the 
business community against the results of 
speculative folly any more than it can guar- 
antee an individual against the results of his 
extravagance, 

When an individual mortgages his house 
to buy an automobile he invites disaster; 
and when wealthy men, or men who pose as 
such, or are 


by dishonesty—they jeopardize not only their 
own future but the future of all their inno- 
ent fellow citizens, for they expose the 
whole business community to panic and dis- 
tress. N 


REVENUE OF NATION HEALTHY. 

“The income account of the nation is in a 
most satisfactory condition. For the six 
fiscal years ending with the ist of July last, 
the total expenditures and revenues of the 
national government, exclusive of the postal 
revenues and expenditures, were, in round 
numbers: Revenues, $8,465,000,000; and ex- 
penditures, $3,275,000,000. The net excess 
of intome over expénditures, including in the 
latter the $50,000,000-expended for the Pan- 
ama canal, was $190,000,000 for the six 
years, an average of about $31,000,000 a year. 
This represents an approximation between 
income and outgo A it would be hard 
to improve. 

“The satisfactory working of the present 
tariff law has been chiefly responsible for 
this excellent showing. Nevertheless, there 
is an and constantly growing feeling 
among our people that the time is rapidly 
approaching when our system of revenue 

must be revised. 


UBGES-CAUTION IN TARIFF PLAN. 

“This country is definitely committed to 
the protective system and any effort to up- 
root it could not but cause widespread indus- 
trial disaster, In other words, the principle, 
of the present tariff law could not with wis- 
dom be changed. 

But in a country of such phenomenal 
growth as ours it is probably well that every 
dozen years or so the tariff laws should be 
carefully scrutinized so as to see that no 
excessive or improper benefits are conferred 
thereby, that proper revenue is provided, and 
that our foreign trade is encouraged. 

“There must always be as a minimum a 
tariff which will not only allow for the col- 
lection of an ample revenue but which will 
at least make good the difference in cost of 
production here and abroad; that 18, the dif- 
ference in the labor cost here and abroad, for 
the well being of the wage worker must ever 
be a cardinal point of American policy. 

Wants Revision After Election. 

The question should be approached pure- 
ly from a business standpoint; both the time 
and manner of the change being such as 
to ar the minimum of agitation and dis- 
turbance in the business world, and to give 
the least play for selfish and factional 
motives. 5 

“The sole consideration should be t

ACCIDENTS. 

Governmental action to stop losmof life on 
railways is urged in the following terms: 

The loss of life and limb from railroad ac- 
cidents in this country has become appalling. 
It is a subject of which. the national govern- 
ment should take supervision. It might be 
well to begin by providing for a‘ federal in- 
spection of interstate railroads along the 
lines of federal 1 of steamboats.” 

Compensation for injuries sustained? by 
government employés while at work is urged 
as follows: 

“The national rnment should be a 
model employer. It should demand the high- 
est quality of service from each of ite em- 
ployés and it should care for all of them 
properly in return. Congress should adopt 
legislation providing limited but definite 
compensation for accidents to all workmen 
within the scope of the federal power, in- 
cluding employés of navy yards and 
arsenals. 

In othér words, a mode] employers’ lia- 
bility act, far reaching and thoroughgoing. 
should be enacted which should apply to all 
positions, public and private, over which the 
national government has jurisdiction.”

LABOR LEGISLATION URGED. 

Legislation affecting labor is suggested as 
follows: 

The congress should consider the exten- 
sion of the eight hour law. The constitution- 
ality of the present law has recently been 
called into question, and the Supreme court 
has decided that the existing legislation is 
unquestionably within the powers of the con- 
gress. The principle of the eight hour day 
should as rapidly and as far as practicable 
be extended to the entire 8 carried on 
by the government.

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


On Capital and Labor the president 
says: 

It is certain that for some time to come 
there will be a constant increase absolutely, 
and perhaps relatively, of those among our 
citizens who dwell in cities or towns of some 
size and who work for wages. 

“This means that there will be an ever 
increasing heed to consider the problems in- 
scparalle from a great industrial etwillza- 
‘tion. Where an immense and complex ‘bust- 
ness, especially in those branches relating 
to manufacture and transportation, is trans- 
acted by 4 large number of capitalists, who 
ie We @ much larger number of wage 

ers, the former tend more Lind more to 
combine into corporations and the latter 
into unions. 

“The relations of the capitalist and wage 
worker to one another, and of each to the 
general public, are not always easy to ad- 
just, and to put them and * on a 
satisfactory basis igs one of the most im- 

rtant and one of the most delicate tasks 

efore our whole civilization.” 


AGRICULTURE. 

The department of agriculture is lauded in 
these words: 

“When the department of agriculture was 
founded there was much sneering as to its 
usefulness. No department of the govern- 
ment, however, has more emphatically vindi- 
cated its uséfulness, and none save the post- 
office department comes 80 continually and 
intimately into touch with the people. 

“The two citizens whose welfare is in the 
aggregate most vital to the welfare of the 
nation, and therefore to the welfare of all 
other citizens, are the wagé worker, who does 
manual labor, and the tiller ot the 
farmer. 


INLAND WATERWAYS. 

The importance of inland waterways is 
urged strongly. On this subject the execu- 
tive says: 

“The conservation of our natural re- 
sources and their proper use constitute the 


| fundamental problem which underlies almost 


every other problem of our national life. 

We must maintain for our civilization 
the adequate material basis without which 
that civilization cannot exist. We must show 
foresight, we must look ahead. 

“As a nation we not only enjoy a wonder- 
ful measure of present prosperity but if this 
prosperity is used aright it is an ¢argést of 
future success such as no other nation will 
have. The reward of foresight for this na- 
tion is great and easily foretold. 


Must Build for Future.

The land law system which was 
‘designed to meet the needs of the fertile 
and well watered regions of the middle west 
has largely broken down when applied to 
the dryer regione of the great pleins, the 
mountains, and much of the Pacific slope, 
where a farm of 160 acres is inadequate for 
self-support. 

“Three years ago a public lands commis- 
sion was appointed to scrutinize the law and 
defects and recommend a remedy. Their 
examination specifically showed the exist- 
ence of great fraud upon the public domain, 
and their recommendations for ch es in 
the law were made with the design of con- 
serving the natural resources of every part 
of the public lands by putting it to its best 
use, 

“The congress. has not yet acte? upon 
these recommendations, but they are so just 
and proper, #0 essential to our national wel- 
fare, that I feel dent, if the congress will 
take time to consider them, that they will 
ultimately be ——— “ef \ 


FOREST PRESERVATION. 


President Roosevelt makes a plea for forest 
preservation, saying: 

„We are prone to speak of the resourpes 
of this country as inexhaustible; this is not 
so. The mineral wealth of the country, the 
coal, iron, oil, gas, and the like, does not re- 
produce itself, and therefore is certain to be 
exhausted ultimately; and wastefulness in 
dealing with it today “means that our de- 
gscendants will feel the exhaustion a genera- 
tion or two before they otherwise wou. d. 

“But there are certain other forms of 
waste which could be entirely stopped—the 
waste of soil by washing, for instance, which 
is among the most dangerous of all wastes 
now in progress in the United States, i= easi- 
ly preventable, so that this present enormous 
loss of fertility is entirely Unnecessary. The 
preservation or replacement of the forests 
is one of. the most important means of pre- 
venting this loss. 

„At present lumbering is the fourth great- 
est industry in the United States; and yet, so 
rapid has been the rate of exhaustion of tim- 
ber in the United States in the past and 80 
rapidly is the remainder being exhausted, 
that the country n — hoe 
verge of a. timber ew * 
lu every household in the land. 

“The only trouble with the movement for 
the preservation of our forests is that jt has 
not gone nearly far enough, and was not 
begun soon enough. It is 4 most fortunate 
thing, however, that we began it when we 


did. 
Wood Pulp Table Wrong. 

Removal of duties on forest products is 
advocated, as follows: 

„There should be no tariff on any forest 
product grown in this country; and, in es- 

there should be no tariff on wood 
pulp; due notice of the change being, of 
course, given to those engaged in the busi- 
ness so as to enable them to adjust them- 
selves to the new conditions. The repeal 
of the duty on wood pulp should, if possi- 
ble, be accompanied by an agreement with 
Canada that there shall be no export duty 
on Canadian pulp wood.” 

Conservation of mineral lands is declared 
n sary. On this topic the president says: 

In the eastern United States the mineral 
fuels have already passed into the hands of 
large private owners, and those of the west 
are rapidly following. It is obvious that 

fuels should be conserved and not 
wasted, and it would be well to protect the 
people against unjust and extortionate prices 
so far as that can still be done. 

“In my judgment, the government should 
have the right to keep the fee of the coal, 
oll, and gas fields in its own possession, and 
to lease the rights to develop them, under

THE PANAMA CANAL. 
Of the Panama canal, the president says in 
rt: 

me Work on the Panama canal is proceeding 
in a highly sati#factory manner.

OCEAN MAIL SERVICE. 

I call your especial attention to the un- 
satisfactory condition of our foreign mail 
service, which, because of the lack of Amer- 
ican steamship Mnes, is now largely done 
through foreign lines, and which, particu- 
lar iy so far as South and Central America 
are concerned, is done in a manner which 
constitutes a serious barrier to the exten- 
sion of our commerce. 

“I strongly recommend a simple amend- 
ment to the ocean mail act of 1801 which 
shall authorize the postmaster general in his 
discretion to enter into contracts for the 
transportation of mails to the republics of 
South America, to Asia, the Philippines, and 
Australia at a rate not to exceed §4 a mile 
for steamships of sixteen knots speed or up-

“There are not enough officers; and it is 
impossible to seu enough enlisted men. 
We should maintain in peace a fairly com- 
plete skeleton of a large army. A great and 
long continued war would have to be fought 
by volunteers. But months would pass be- 
fore any large body of efficient volunteers 
could be put in the field, and our regular 
army should be large enough to meet any 
immediate need. 

The medical corps should be much larger 
than the needs of our regular army in war. 
Yet at present it is smaller than the needs 
of the service demand ever in peace. The 
Spanish war occurred less than ten years 
ago. The chief loss we suffered in it was by 
disease among the regiments which never 
left the country. 

Higher Pay Needed. 

But the medical department is not the 
only department for which increased pro- 
Vision should be made. The rate of pay for 
the officers should be greatly increased; 
there is no higher type of citizen than the 
American regular officer, and he should have 
a fair reward for his admirable work. There 
should be a relatively even greater increase 
in the pay for the enlisted men. 

Perhaps the most important of all legis- 
lation needed for the benefit of the army is 
& law to equalize and increase the pay of 
officers and enlisted men of the army, navy, 
marine corps, and revenue cutter service. 
Buch a bill has been prepared, which it is

South Dakotan Hides His Cattle. 

“I found a place where be could hide his 
cattle,’” said Mr. Skinner in telling the story 
without revealing the South Dakotan’s iden- 
tity. ‘He spent about $1,250 in making the 
exhibit. He said that his experience was 
worth it. He promised to come back in a 
few years and make good, and he will. So 
you understand our system of education. If 
we had discouraged that man at the outset 
he would not come back and wealth would 
have been lost to the country.“ 

W. A. Harris, former United’ States sena- 
tor from Kansas, who was one of the first 
jmporters of short horn stock, is one of the 
stanch supporters of the exposition. 

“Tt ts the greatest show in the world,” 
declared Mr. Harris. This is true for these 
reasons: In the Chicago show this year there 
are exhibited more cattle and better cattle, 
more horses and better horses, more sheep 
and better sheep, more hogs and better hogs, 
than at any live stock show in the world.

Cattle that have been bred 
in any part of the country and have been fed 
in the yards im Chicago will be killed. Cattle 
trom four sections of the country will be 
received in this contest—from the south cen- 
tral. the south, the north central, and the 
northwest district.

One Building for Records. 

To the north of the swine exhibits there is 
the building erected by the packers’ associ- 
ations which is known as the Pure Bred Live 
Stock Record bufiding. Here all the various 
record organizations have their headquar- 
ters. On the upper floor has been located the 
Saddle and Sirloin club rooms.

An Englishman recently was a guest of the 
club, and when he entered this room, where 
the portraits of so many famous English- 
men were hanging, he was unable to speak 
for a minute. : 

„And in all England there is not a collec- 
tion of the portraits of the men who did so 
much for the live stock interests of the 
world,“ he finally said. 

“ There are a great many people imChicago 
who have no appreciation of this exposition,” 
gaid Mr. Skinner. At the same time these 
people do not understand what the stock- 
yards mean to Chicago. The stockyards 
mean the support of 25 per cent of the people 
of Chicago. The business done by the pack- 
ers is equal to the volume of business, meas- 
ured in dollars and cents, done by all the 
railroads that enter Chicago. There are 
600,000 people comme to Chicago each year on 
business connected with the stockyards. 

„The exposition attracts from 850,000 to 
600,000 people each year. These people will 
remain in Chicago on an average three days. 
It would be hard to estimate the amount of 
money they lea vo in the city. I hear from 
the jewelers; and trom the dry goods mor- 
chants and ‘others, ahd they know what u 
meant to them. 

Buildings Alone Cost $285,000. 


“The packers have undertaken to support

000. They are used only one week in each 
year. It is expected that there will be a defi- 
cit each year. But it is money well expended. 

“Tf the people only could realize what 
this industry means to Chicago there would 


be a more cheerful support, both by the. 


public and by the merchants. I went to a 
Chicago mayor a few years ago and asked 
him to come down and give us a boost.“ 

“*What do I care about the farmers?’ 
asked this mayor. 

Why this man did not know what every 
schoolboy in this city should know—Chicago 
was made possible by the agricultural em- 
pire that surrounds it. This is only a part 
of the whole—stock raising, corn growing—al/ 
a part of the one scheme. If the stockyards 
should be taken away Chicago would be 
Jost.

Future of Show Assured. 


What of the future of this show?” Mr. 
Skinner was asked. 

“ The future of the live stock show is some- 
thing that no one can tell,” was his reply, 
“but its success is assured. There cangbe 
no mistake about this. It has a place in the 
live stock industry that is well defined. The 
only wonder is that it was not an accom- 
plished fact years ago. It was not under- 
taken a minute too soon. Other countries 
had begun to recognize the possibilities in- 
volved. Our stockmen were raising an in- 
ferior breed of cattle for our markets. There 
was a demand for a better grade. 

“The whole purpose of the exposition ts 
not to teach the farmers and stockmen of 
America how to breed faster trotting horses. 
It was not a part of the plan to educate 
these men in the raising of fast pacers. It 
has not been the purpose to teach these men 
to produce fancy stock that did not have 
a real value in the general market. The op- 
posite was true. 

“This exposition has taught and is teach- 
ing the farmers and stockmen of this coun- 
try that the same amount of care and the 
same amount of feeding that has given him 
the inferlor grades can be devoted to better 
purposes. A pure bred steer will not eat 
any more, probably not as much, food as 
one of mediocre blood. But the amount of 
choice beef that is found on the pure bred 
animal is as 8 or 4 or 5 to 1 compared with 
the inferior animal. 

“There is a demand on the part of the 
packers and buyers all over the country and 
in other markets of the world for the best 
qualities. This demand is inspired dy mo- 
tives of economy. At the same time, when 
a farmer can be made to know that he can 
receive more than twice the money for a 
pure bred animal, without adding to the 
initial expente, there is going to be general, 
widespread interest taken in the raising of 
the better grades. 

“This stock show is an educational insti- 
tution, and there are already a number of 
graduates receiving diplomas at the hands 
of the judges.” 

Need Railroad Rates. 


There is one angle that will receive more

The fame of the Percheron, the Belgian, 
and the Clydesdale extends throughout the 
eivilized world. In the Percheron has been 
developed the national draft horse of France. 
Similarly, the national draft horse of Scot- 
land is the Clydesdale, of Belgium the Bel- 
gian horse, and of England the Shire. At 
maturity the best types of each of these 
great breeds weigh around a ton.“ 

The evolution of the Percheron to his 
present state of perfection is the result of 
the application of scientific rules of breed- 
ing. Not only has the process of improved 

been carried on by the French 
people, but the French government has made 
special efforts to the same end. There is

For years the high class heavy draft horse 
has been the best money maker among the 
horses that the American farmer can pro- 
duce. In the blending of the Percheron, 
Clydesdale, and Belgian bloods with the or- 
d mary American carriage or hgrness horse 
the farmer has found great sources of profit. 
They are thus able to raise a highly useful 
and exceedingly marketable horse for agri- 
cultural and other heavy work. Such horses 
are easily raised, require comparatively lit- 
tle care, can be worked at an early age, sold 
at a hapdsome © when 3 or 4 years old, 
and their ranks replenished from year to 
year.

They have found that the best way 
to avoid friction and mismanagement in the 
carrying out of the betterment policies is 
to turn out personally to the meetings, record 
their votes themselves, and take an active 
part in all that is done.

OF SENATOR BROWN’S MURDER 


Long Trial in Washington Ends When 
One of Panel Changes His Vote to 
Acquittal,

Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—“ Not guilty” 
was the verdict rendered today by the jury 
in the case of Mrs. Annfe M. Bradley, charged 
with the murder of former United States 
Senator Arthur M. Brown. 

Throughout its deliberations the jury stood 
at 11 to 1 for acquittal until the final ballot. 
when the lone juror who was holding out for 
manslaughter gave in and the verdict of ac- 
quittal was agreed on. 

The verdict was received with loud ap- 
plause vom the crowd, composed mostly of 
women, which had waited long to hear the 
result of the trial, which had lasted almost 
three weeks. 

The jury was then discharged and Mrs. 
Bradley was released from custody. She re- 
turned to her cell and there received a few 
visitors. Then, through a lane of curious 
spectators, she was escorted to an auto- 
mobile, in which, with her counsel and sev- 
eral women friends, she left the courthouse 
for the home of some of Mra Bradley's 
friends. 

Mrs. Bradley has no definite plans for the 
future, but will leave shortly for Goldfield, 
|. Nev., to join her sister.

The seed that was sown 
at that time has developed until the present 
shorthorn harvest bas been made possible. 

Comet was feeding along a roadside when 

the Collings first made his acquaintance. 
His gs were sheort and his bones were not 
heavy. His back was wide, and flat, and 
straight. His head was broad, and his eyes 
were set far apart. 
The purchase was made, and Comet was 
taken into new pastures. That was the be- 
ginning of his greatness. The pinnacle was 
reached when, in 1800, $6,000 was paid for 
the animal, the father of the shorthorn 
breed of cattle. 

If Comet or the Collings had deen, present 
at the show in the stockyards yesterday 
there would have been seen no cause of 
shame. Perhaps Comet would not have been 
recognized by his descendants, who have

During the last 
days of the show these will be slaughtered 
to show what can be done by feeding fora 
certain length of time. A number of cars 
that were received which did not measure up 
to the general standard of excellence were 
withdrawn and sold in the open market. 

In making up these car load lots not a 
single animal has been overiqoked. This 
represents the purely commercial side of 


the show. In this part there are the best 


fat and feeder cattle shown. There is an 
imposing array of Angus, Smooth Short- 
horns, and well bullt Herefords. Colorado, 
Texas, and Wyoming have sént the largest 
numbers of cattle for this competition. 

A. H. Sanders, vice president of the show, 
has spent the larger part of each day in 
the judges’ ring. 

Mr. Durno, who is judging the steers, 
will employ a different standard from that 
used by the judges of the breeding elasses, 
said Mr, Sanders. Points that would be 
considered as impossible in breeding ani- 
mals can be passed over in the class he is 
considering. For instance, a steer may have 
bad horns, fat and straight. In the steer 
this is not a disadvantage, for that defect 
could not affect the quality of the meat. In 
a breeding anima) this point is taken into 
consideration. If two animals were equal 
except for the horns, one having straight, 
fat horn, and the other a graceful, curving 
horn, the latter would be the one awarded 
the prize by the judges. 

Considering the Cuts of Beef. 
ln a steer that soon is to be killed and 
offered for sale we want as much high class 
beef as possibile and ag little of the inferior 
cuts, Mr. Durno is looking at the cattle that 
show the greatest breadth of back, showing 
the size of the loins and ribs. These are 
the cuts that receive the highest prices in 
the markets. The round and the other parts 
are those that must be gold at the smaller 
prices. Short legs, small general neat- 
ness of style, all these are points that are 
considered. 

In the breeding classes we look for cattle 
that have big, broad heads, which show that 
these animals are what we term good feed- 
ers; Ger m r take: om tet onully. be- 
cause they assimilate their food easily. They 


do not eat as much as the long, rangy speci- 
men, and one is of little commercial. value 
and the other is of great value. broad 
heads, with eyes that are set far apart, in- 
dicate to . experienced stockman a good 
animal. there are a great many 
other points to be considered, but but this is one 
of the first. 

Dach year the exposition has surpassed 


that of the year previous, and this year is no 


exception. There have never been gathered 
at one time so many high grade cactla es 
there are now on exhibition in this sho 

Cattle men yesterday among themselves

Judging Contests. 


When the suggestion first was made that 
college boys should be invited to contest in 
teams for prizes to be offered in judging 
there was a wild how! from the majority ai 
the directors. 

What do college boys know about judging 
stock? was the question. It would be bet- 
ter to call in the farmers’ Sons 

“We will call in the farmer boys, said 
President Spoor. “ We'll see who really 
ae most about cattieand horses and other 
stock.“ 

So it was decided to invite the students 
from the agricultpral colleges of the state 
to come to the exposition and compete for 
Valuable bronze trophies also were 
offered to the colleges whose teams should 
win the honors. After winning these tro- 
phies for three years in succession they. be- 
come the property of the school represented 

From the first year there was much en- 
thusiasm aroused. Every college wanted to 
be represented. While the students were 
asked to enter the competition, there was a 
general invitation extended to the sons of 
farmers all over the country. 


College Boys Win Over Rivals. 


The first contest showed the advantage 
that the college boys held over their rivals. 
There was a clean sweep for the colleges. 
Not a boy received a prize outside of the 
educational institutions. Those who had 
been the most sanguine about the experiment 
had not been prepared for such a complete 
victory. The second year repeated the f 
sult of the first. 

During the present exposition Iowa State 
college, located at Ames, for the third time 
won the highest general average for all judg- 
ing. ‘The trophy, a horse in bronze, became 
the property of that Institution. Ontario Ag- 
ricultural college won second place, and the 
third went to Missouri Agricultural college. 
To secure the highest place Iowa students 
had to rank first in judging horses and cattle, 
high in judging sheep and hogs.

There was a good deal of glory for Iowa 
men im the fact that five of the eight pro- 


fessor who coached the teams that appeared 


im the contest at the stock yards are gradu- 
ates of the Iowa school. 

The officials of the exposition company 
consider this to be one of the most importam 
features of the educational work undertaken 
by them. Prof. J. H. Shepard of the agricul- 
tural college of North Dakota said that these 
contests did more than any other one thing 
to train the coming farmefs and stockmen.

The new champion is the property ot James 
Leask, Greenbank, Ont., and is entered in 
the catalogue by C. A. Saunders, Manila, Ia. 
He is just a year old, 80 his grand cham- 
piotehip honors came to him as à sort of 
birthday gift from James Durno, the 
Scotch judge, who pinned the blue ribbon on 
him. He weighs 1,000 pounds. 

When Defender, the pride of the Iowa 
Agricultural college, carried off the cham- 
pionship last year he, too, was “only a 
ealf,”’ Such a victory was then without 
precedent, but the fact that another calf 
dic the stellar stunt this year shows that 
the trend of the times of cattle judging is 
toward the tender sprouts.”’ 


Old Custom Is Suspended, -

“The Collings brothers flourished more 
than a hundred years:ago. They had pretty 


‘distinct ideas as to the breeding of cattle 


and utilized the principle of inbreeding. 
They bred the celebrated bull Comet, which 
sold for $6,000 in 1800. Comet was the first 
shorthorn bull of distinction of which we 
have any record. 

In order to demonstrate how the breed 
would take on fat the Collings brothers fat- 
tened a heifer, which was known as the 
‘white heifer that traveled,’ as the animal 
was shown over a large part of England. 
Charles and Robert had the best catfle in 


‘England ‘and were the breeders of the cattle 


that ‘developed into our shorthorn of today. 

„At the sale of the Collings herd the two 
principal buyers were Thomas Bates of Kirk 
Leavington, that man up in the corner, and 


the Booth brothers of Warlaby, Yorkshire. 
That is Thomas Booth, the stern faced man 
next to Bates. 

From the Collings cattle the Booth 

brothers and Bates started two distinct and 
rival strains. Bates was a cantankerous old 
gentleman who had very definite ideas about 
the breeding of cattle. He believed that the 
Ideal battle should have style, finish, and 
‘be big milk producers. 
The Bates cattle came to be known as 
the dairy breed. While he was buying along 
these lines and abusing all other linesof cat- 
tle the Booths were following another line 
of development. They bred for beef. They 
believed in broad backs. Are not broad 
backs worth more than a few pints of milk? 
Was their argument. These two families ar- 
gued and bred lines of cattle along their 
respective lines of belief for years. 

“In 1888 the Bates herd was dispersed. 
The Booth herd was continued and the great- 
grandson of one of the original brothers con- 
tinues the herd.to-this day at Warlaby. 


Develop “Rough . 


But neither the Ba tes nor the Booth cat - 
tle gave full satisfaction to the practical 
breéders. In Scotland, particularly, there 
was a demand from the tenant farmer for a 
breed of cattle that would thrive on rough 
feed, such as the country afforded.
